teams, and the collection of greater 
BiQRpys that wW perpetuate this 
insensitivity In brand new build- 
ings. Like so many other colleges, 
G.W.U. has become merely a train- 
ing Inttitution for future three- 
botton narrow -brim Inhabitants 
of suburbia, aquipfped with the rud- 
' Imentary notebooks of facts tweded 
for an upper-middle-class conver- 
- sation at the Friday-night cocktail^ 
parties. ' " 

And what about our students? 
Are they willing to stand by and 
watch this deholon as -it is per- 
petuated upon them? You bet they 
are! For In the- jungle "outside" 
that we eall'the civilized world, 
they will bemeasured by the 
standards that were imposed on 
them here. That rare individual 
who fights against adjustment will 
be crucified by hli Mlow men; that 
is, if the shape of his soul has not 
alrtady been stretched beyond 
raeognltlon by his fellow stnOents.

F. Scott Fitzgerald named his 
contemporaries "the lost genera- 
tion.'’

A Big Problem, Says Dr. Naeser

• “THE ONE BIG thing the Sputnik has achieved is that it has focused attention on 
something scientists already know; we have fallen behind,” said Dr. Naeser. 

Dr. Naeser, exdhutive officer of the chemistry department, continued, "there la a 
general disinterest in science, or in things generally intellectual. A way to increase science 
education is not by cutting down the amount of students majoring in the humanities, but 
by making it possible for the “ 


moce capable people to att«id 
coUege.” 

’Diia issue is the one most 
commonly discussed these 
dayi, and Charlei Nacacr -U a 
peraoo qualified to talk about It. 
Dr. Natter wai educated In Wia- 
coniin, attended the University of 
Ulinoia for graduate work In in- 
organic chemlatry. and came to 
the Unlveriity In 193S. Bciidce 
inetructing coureee In geiieral 
chemistry and advanced inorganic 
chemistry. Dr. Naeser directs re- 
-setreh for candidates for mesters 
and dootoral work In inorganic 
chemistty. 

The profeaaor haa taken three 
leaves of absence during his ten- 
ure at the University. During the 
war ha waa away for three and a 
halt yaara; hit actlvitlaa then in- 
cluded working at tha Army 
ehamical center In Maryland. In 
1S9041. he wai In HekMberg, aa 
a adcntUlc advisor for the gov- 
ernment.

Profeesor Naeier feels that 
young people should be taught 
science in elementary and second- 
ary ichool, to that they could 
have an Interest in It upon reach- 
ing coUege. However, a good 


background in EngUah and mathe- 
matics is necessary. A high degne 
of proflency in English is nccta- 
sary to that a person can under- 
stand what he is reading, and alto 
so that he can put down what he 
meant. Mathematlca ia necessary 
in order for persons to make 
qualitative calculatloni. 

Thera are alwayi :ttudente 
cramming or worrying over vari- 
oui icience courses. Words of ad- 
vice which have been uttered 
many timee still hold true, says 
Dr. Naeser. The biggest difficulty 
with people beginning chemistry 
ie that they overlook the dally 
preparation. A lubject which de- 
velops vertically muet be under- 
stood from one ruiu; of the ladder, 
eo to speak, to the other. Unlem 
one keeps up with the develop- 
ment of the eiiignmente, tha 
subject soon become untntelll^ 
ble. 

In a field euch as thli, where 
the greeteet problem It in keeping 
up, there Is little time for anyone 
to sit back and think ha it dona. 
That ii a fact well known to Dr. 
Naeaer.
